Prof. T. H. Matthews Gave 
Interesting Lecture 



NATIVE HABITS 




Points of Interest Throughout 
World Visited by Sea Lord 

Professor T. If. Matthews of the 
Department of Mathematics, lectured 
to a large audience last evening at the 
Royal Victoria College. 

His topic was a detailed description 
of a cruise around the world ou HMS 
"New Zealand", flying the flag of 
Viscount Jcllicoc. Professor Mat- 
thews acted as secretary to Admiral 
Jcllicoc on his world cruise. 

Excellent lantern slides vividly de- 
picted the many scenes visited. Na- 
tive haunts, the manners, customs and 
habits of the different tribes were 
clearly described by Professor Mat- 
thews. 

Many South Sea islands were visit- 
ed and til the majority of cases a 
spirit of friendship was shown, na- 
tive dances in costume being given 
in honor of the visitors. Professor 
Matthews delighted the audience by 
relating many amusing incidents that 
happened during the cruise. 

Professor Matthews told a very in- 
teresting incident which sounded like 
a page of "Robinson Crusoe." The 
"New Zealand" was near Christmas 
Island, when a (ire was noticed. The 
ship stopped: two men were noticed 
disappearing in the bushes. When the 
party landed, they were confronted 
by two big Silcsians, carrying, revol- 
vers. The men 'had been stranded for 
two years, and they were taken on 
board, ending their two years' Crusoe 
existence on the coral island.. ' 

Among the places visited, were, Hon- 
olulu, Hawaii. Prof. Martthcws.de- 
scribed the Volcano Hotel in Hawaii, 
where one sat on the verandah and 
watched steam, and-. srn.ok,? arise, but. 
a few yards away. Victoria, Vancou- 
ver, then to Montreal, then to Havana, 
Panama, Trinidad. 

Prof. Matthews described Admiral 
Jcllicoc as an unassuming man, proud 
of the navy, a straightforward, simple 
true sailor. 

Prof. Matthews presented his ad- 
dress in a very able and interesting 
manner and carried . the attention .of 
his large audience throughout the 
meeting. A vote of thanks was pass- 
ed by the meeting for the capable 
manner in which Prof. Matthews had 
spoken.

AIR LIFEBOAT 
A life boat for the air is a new con- 
trivance being perfected in London for 
safety of passengers flying over water. 
It is an evolution of the parachute, by 
means of which the passengers can be 
released from a flying craft and drop- 
ped gracefully. The device is so arrang- 
ed that a pilot, when convinced that the 
chances of saving the lives of his pas- 
sengers are extremely remote, simply 
pulls a lever, which releases the pas- 
senger compartment from the falling 
flyiijg machine.

NEW DEAN OF ARTS 
TO GIVE ADDRESS 

Dr. Laing Will Speak at 
Chicago Convocation 

Professor Gordon Jennings Laing, 
Ph. D., who becomes Dean of the Fac- 
ulty of Arts on January 1st will be the 
Convocation speaker at the University 
of Chicago on. December 2nd. Dr. 
Laing, who is Chairman of the Départ- 
irent of Language and Literature 
will have as the subject of his address: 
"The Humanities and the Trend of 
Education." Born in London, Ont., Dr. 
Laing received his doctor's degree at 
John Hopkins University, and he has 
been a lecturer at the University of 
Toronto and Bryn Mawr College, and 
has been connected with the Depart- 
ment of Latin at the University of Chi- 
cago for more than twenty years. In 
1911-12 he was the Annua! Professor in 
the American School of Classical Studies 
in Rome. His editorial duties, have in- 
cluded those of managing editor of the 
Classical Journal, associate editor of 
Gassical Philology, and General Editor 
of the University of Chicago. Press. 

Among the honours that have come to 
him arc the vice-presidency of the Arch- 
aeological Institute of America and the 
presidency ci the Classical Association 
of the Middle West and South. 

Dr. Laing, who attended the McGill 
Centennial Re-Union, recently addressed 
the annual banquet of the McGill Alum- 
ni Association of Chicago.

malnutrition is 
very Prevalent 

Tuberculosis Assn. Organizes 

to Correct Children's 
1 Health 



£ New York, Nov. 13.— (United 
"Press)— Over 5,000,000 school child- 
ren in the United States arc suffcr- 
\ ing from malnutrition according to a 
'.bulletin issued by the National Tuber- 
culosif Association today. Malnutrition, 
when carried far enough, becomes plain 
•"^-Starvation. The vast majority of these 
"millions of little onej are 'malnourished 
. Zaa a result not of insufficient food, but 
-of improper food. 

Z To relieve the situation, a plan for 
instructing the children ià-cbîrect health 
habits has been dcvUcJ by the National 
Tuberculosis Association h co-operation 
with Dr. W. R. P. Emerson of Boston, 
"i'thc nutrition expert, and will be inaug- 
urated in schools throughout the country 
^as soon as possible. 
i The. plan will by no means be an ex- 
priment, since it will follow, the lines 
ibf the Modern Health Crusade in which 
' pover 6,000,000 school children of inoxmal 
;weight are now enrolled. In determining 
îâvhat children should be classified as 
..'"malnourished, Dr. Emerson has decid- 
ed that a child more than 7 per cent un- 
>der normal weight for his age and height 
h clearly suffering from malnutrition. 
It is on this basis that the estimate oi 
:S,000,000 little ones of school a<?a suffer- 
ing from insufficient nourishment in 
;jhis country has been made, 
g In the plan specially prepared for the 
'uenefit of the malnourished children, 
each child will be required through his 
teacher and parents to keen a "chore 
record" card. This card which is to be 
submitted at regular intervals to th 
teacher, indicates the performance of 
-health duties — food, exercise, baths, 
_sleep. etc 

The chore cards will also supply a 
ile showing the normal weight that the 
? Id should have. His actual _ weight

To the Editor, McGill Daily. 

Dear Sir.— In answer to a letter 
in yesterday's Daily sig'ned "Junius" 
may I take the liberty of encroaching 
on your- valuable space and express 
the hope that you will place before 
your readers a few obstacles that the 
Daily has to overcome. Having been 
on the staff.of the Daily I have been 
able, to see, for. myself the various 
difficulties that confront the men upon 
whom the. responsibility of publish- 
ing the paper rests. 

"Jiyiius" refers to a hesitating criti- 
cism! ' Criticism is always welcome, 
although' it be favorable or otherwise. 
When such criticism comes from a 
student of McGill, and I presume it 
to be. so, it hardly seems to be in the 
proper spirit. Moreover, Junius' let- 
ter shows clearly that a clear conccp. 
tion of the work required to put out 
the Daily is lacking. 

.It is to the undergraduate body of 
McrGill that the Daily depends on for 
itsïpublication. The undergraduate 
body up to the present have shown 
very little interest in sending in con- 
tributions. The time at the disposal 
of. the staff each day is limited to a 
matter of three or four hours and it 
is during this short period that the 
paper must be put out. Junius' .letter 
again shows that the interest of the 
Daily is a minor one as far as he or 
she is concerned. Criticism, as 
mentioned before, is welcome, but 
when such criticism is destructive 
without pointing out facts to better 
the conditions, i.e., constructive criti- 
cism, one cannot regard it in a ser- 
ious light. If Junius would appear in 
person at the Daily office and offer to 
contribute something besides sending 
in letters I am ;sure the Daily would 
open its arms In welcome'.

ANCIENT STADIUMS 
AT ROMAN DAYS 

Mad Great Seating Capacity — 
Modern Stadiums 



Students of ancient history have dug 
irto the archive; of the past and found 
that the primeval followers of sport sat 
in quite as luxurious structures as that 
which sits on McCook field. 

The stadium is not of modern origin. 
In ancient Greek and Roman times it 
was used extensively. The Circus Maxi- 
mum was one of the most noted stadium 
structures, capable of holding 'from 260,- 
000 to 485,000 persons. The coliseum at 
Rome, which is not exactly classed as a 
stadium, is of the amphitheatre type 
with a seating capacity of from 50,000 
to 87,000. 

Tu the* present times, American foot- 
ball, almost since the beginning of col- 
lege sports, has been the most popular. 
Ic is no uncommon event to have 60,- 
000 persons at a single contest. To take 
care of these large crowds the eastern 
schools built stadia of reinforced con- 
crete following somewhat the genera! 
plans of the ancient structures. 

The oldest stadium in this country is 
the Harvard Stadium. It originally seat- 
ed 23,000. but with the addition of tem- 
porary stands it now has the seating 
capacity of 45,000. . 

The Yale Bowl which is the 'largest in 
the United States, is oval shaped. Tt will 
seat 61,000 spectators. 

The Princeton Stadium is U-shaped 
with a seating capacity of almost 42,- 
000. 

The College of the City of New York 
has a stadium circular in shape, seating 
about 6,000 people. 

The University of Washington sta- 
dium is U-shaped, seating 60,000 per- 
sons. It cost approximately $600,000.

CONFLICT AND CO-OPERATION 

(By H. H. H.) 

The essential nature of conflict ap- 
pears to be an antagonism of forces. 
Throughout the universe with its in- 
finity of energy, its subservience to 
law there exists a battleground as it 
were of farces which maintain the 
statu» quo, balancing, neutralizing or 
supporting one another in a fashion 
which to man's mind seems intelligent 
and orderly but from which titanic 
maelstrom new forces and more pow- 
erful emerge, themselves subject to 
others. There is therefore no irresis- 
tible energy, no body of freedom but 
always change and adaptation to a 
scheme of things. 

In life we see the same. "Conflict," 
says an American psychologist, "is 
at the very root and source of life, 
it is the very stuff out of which life 
is made and the necessary prccondi 
tion of progress.'' And when we 
pause to regard this statement envis- 
aging life as well as we. may at its 
earliest dawn, in the form of bacteria 
or prolczoa, we sec a constant strug 
gle between the living thing and its 
environment, necessitating much ex- 
penditure of energy, much reconstruc- 
tion of the primitive living crea- 
ture to permit the thing to live. In 
the plant world this opposition of 
forces is evidenced at every side. One 
need only weed his garden after ; 
spell of absence in summer to apprc 
ciatc this fact. Plant contorts with 
plant, animal with animal and plant, 
in an incessant war which selects the 
sturdier stock for life allowing the 
feeble, the delicate, the non-adaptive 
to succumb. Thus conflict in the 
course of evolution has been a reno- 
vation of the older, poorer Jiving 
forces by newer, stronger ones. Each 
living entity throws the whole vigor 
of its soul into that combat that it 
may survive and in so doing renders 
the test keen. In clash and shock 
implicating increasing power of en 
crgy production, the individual cell or 
organism grows, reaches its zenith 
and then falls before the erosion of 
his hostile world. Is this energy so 
neutralised lost? Does not conflict 
waste the precious life force which 
through aeons of time might achieve 
perfection -of living form? This we 
may well ask, but if we examine the 
process of struggle we shall perceive 
that while energy is withdrawn from 
life in much neutralisation, yet the 
perpetual warfare increases the energy 
production in the individual; so that 
■the expenditure renders possible 
still greater. 

As conflict has enabled life as 
whole to imbed itself more' tenacious- 
ly to the planet — so in human affairs 
we observe its utility in a myriad 
ways. Other factors, other powers 
sweep into the strife making it more 
intricate and colossal. From the wars 
of the reptiles and mammals we as- 
cend to the wars of men who with 
their ever growing organisation, the 
product of their saving, will carry on 
the process of extermination and se 
lection. Thus was man's versatility 
and ingenuity sharpened to provide 
for himself a more stable footing for 
his race and tribe. Man not only 
fights other species, but his own. He 
who consumes a potato or a steak or 
brushes his teeth has destroyed other 
forms of life. Your most benevolent 
Christian participates though unwit 
tingly in the endeavour to stamp out 
other lives — not because of any hatred 
for these forms, nor for wanton plea- 
sure in destruction, but from the sheer 
necessity of his own nature— to live! 
Let him who would not conflict with 
life live on inorganic matter— on salts 
and water! Thus from its very na- 
ture life must consume life to live. 
It is like a great conflagration which 
to exist mu|t proceed by destruction. 
In this process man plays his part. 
Has war ceased even though bayonets 
and bombs arc replaced by thought 
and industry? 

Some of the values of conflict are 
readily appreciated. The wrestler 
must wrestle in order that he keep

ituming from classes, rushed into the 
house, out of which poured volumes of 
scorched-smelling smoke. Some start- 
ed moving the furniture, others were 
searching the ceiling, closets, and every 
nook, crack, and comer for the conflag- 



his power. All work is a kind' of con- 
flict which gives the worker an in- 
creasing creative energy, a tougher re- 
sistance to circumstances. God de- 
crees that he who will not work, 
struggle, fight, must sleep himself 
into a stagnant feebleness, an easy 
prey to the ceaseless invasion of other 
forms. Thus a man needs to keep 
himself forever at his maximum that 
this maximum itself may be outdone. 
Thus does life spread and secure itself 
over the whole planet against the 
forces of nature. Had there been no 
conflict between living beings there 
would have been no strenuous culti- 
vation of power to overcome the ob- 
stacles to life. Each species would 
have continued to propagate until the 
world, rapidly enough, would have 
become over-run with life. No living 
form could have existed on other liv- 
ing forms, and so what beings that 
would have thrived would have been 
only the simplest. The possibility of 
any evolution on such a diet would 
have been extremely limited. 

As we study further, however, the 
idea that conflict alone has produced 
this gradual progress which we call 
evolution becomes untenable— for if 
life meant merely warfare we should 
still be only bacteria or some scarcely 
less simple form. Conflict, wc ob- 
served, is essentially a battle of unit 
forces and necessarily excludes the 
possibility of any communion or co- 
hesion of these unit forces into larger 
bodies. Hence the effect of conflict 
is centrifugal and individualising, 
while the efficiency of the individual 
unit is greatly promoted by it yet no 
combination of units into higher or- 
ganisation is possible. Each cell 
must wage its war with every other 
cell— or else the principle of conflict 
is superseded by a new principle—that 
of co-operation. Now, we know, this 
is what really occurred: However it 
may have occurred, forms of life ap- 
pcarcl in which the several units were 
amalgamated for a mutual end. Here 
wc have a veritable little tribe of cells, 
working together in more or less per- 
fect organisation with much the same 
ends in view as its simpler predeces- 
sors — growth and reproduction. 

This new principle now pervades 
all life and there grow forth forms of 
increasing complexity and co-ordina- 
tion until in the higher types we find 
a vast army of billions of cells exhib- 
iting often an intense specialisation of 
function but throughout maintaining 
a stable solidarity whicb renders the 
new individual organism more power- 
ful and versatile amidst his surround- 
ings. Thus life has gained ground not 
merely by conflict as before but by a 
co-operation of units in which inner 
dissension is suppressed as far as con- 
cerns the cell unit although between 
organisms the strife goes on. In the 
vertebrates the muscle cell is special- 
ized for contractility, the nerve cell 
for irritability and conduction, the 
gland cell for the manufacture of di- 
gestive fluids, the sex cell for the re- 
production of the organism, the blood 
cell for the conveyance of nutrition— 
and many others playing their part in 
such a complex commonwealth which 
affords no adequate analogy in hu- 
man society. Eventually over all this 
vast community of cells Mere abides 
the nervous system as the controlling 
mechanism — directing the great army 
into paths of activity. Stronger 
though this organism may appear, 
there are, none the less, evidences of 
weakness, for in the course of spec 
ialisation through millions of years 
the individual cells lose their old 
sturdiness and adaptability much as 
an eye specialist of our modern so- 
ciety would amidst a tribe of savages 
The specialist can thrive only in a 
society of considerable co-operation 
Against the invasion of a horde of 
barbarians he is as helpless as a nerve 
cell before thé onslaught of bacteria 
and must needs call to his assistance 
trained fighters, the white blood cells 
of society. Again the price of spec- 
ialisation is mortality.

READING IS 
DISCUSSED 
BY AEROTT 



Asst. Manager of Brick Row 
Shop on Art of Reading 

CERTAIN AUTHORS 



Recommends Hazlitt, Cole- 
ridge and Raleigh as Brain 
Stimulants 



(At the request of the Princetonian 
Charles R. Arrott '18, assistant mana- 
ger of the Brick Row Book Shop in 
Princeton, has written the following 
article in which he discusses "The 
Art oi Reading.") 

Discovery of Art in Reading 

A quotation chosen at random from a 
field of apparently vast erudition to fill 
the awkward pause in beginning almost 
anything, has always intrigued my pen 
To quote then immediately from Samuel 
Butler's discriminating heresies : "In art. 
never try to find out anything, or try to 
learn anything, until the not knowing it 
has come to be a nuisance to you for 
some time. Then you will remember it, 
but not otherwise." 

This quotation seems as well fitted as 
any to the subject at hand. If you have 
discovered that reading is an art, the 
matter is clinched. And if. morovcr, 
yôu are one of those who has arrived 
(as does every one who reads much, at 
some period) at that point in the course 
of his miscellaneous reading where he 
stops ' to' survey the debris of his past 
literary encounters, and attempting ■ to 
estimate the gain, shudders on the debit 
side, you are on the threshold of learn 
ii:g and retaining much of the key' to 
the art of reading. 

The Appeal of Books 

(f you feel sufficiently the utter l'util 
ity oi that pile of broken-backed novels 
coverlcss magazines, yellowed periodi 
cals, and exploded book reviews, you \vi 
know that your ignorance of the art is 
both - a nuisance and an eye-sore com 
bined; and you will make haste to avoid 
being caught in the same net twice. 

How can you avoid it? There's n 
slopping the avalanche of appeal in 
books. And under an amazingly efficient 
industrial regime which makes possible 
the daily printing of thousands of good, 
worthless, and mediocre newspapers, 
periodicals, novels, volumes of iwetry 
and non-categortcals. we of the publi 
are at the mercy of a very clever an 
active combination" of printers, publish 
ers, and booksellers (?) whose means of 
livelihood is to be gained only by making 
us read more or what we will regret. 



Most Read With Little Thought 

It is'at- just that moment in your read- 
ing, however, when the nuisance of it 
all Is most Stygian, that hope, though 
still quite cJusive, is nearest. Chance, or 
a friend may set you aright. Put a 
pause at that time is good; to hold it, is 
necessary. For it is a happy momen'J 
and one when, with your awakened con- 
sciousness in reading, you arc most near- 
ly eligible to be received among the not 
over-covered ranks of veteran seasoned 
readers— 'which may be. thought a doubt- 
ful privilege — to live and browse there- 
after among what the apprenticed call 
"real" books.-— in keen delight, with 
your ryes open, and no furrowed brow. 
And you are eligible, elected in fact, if— 
and here rome? the contingent "if". 

Most of us read with but little 
thought as to why we are reading, 
unless it lie- for an examination. Some- 
times we read to utilize time, some- 
times to waste it, and more often, we 
merely read : occasionally we seek a 
novel— With a happy ending— or poetry 
tô" thwart our particular share of mis- 
ery; some of us indulge because we 
find other men's thoughts more stimu- 
lating than our own; and one among 
many may read with a very definite 
purpose, entering a given literary 'field 
and there proceeding to run the rabbit 
down. 



Diagnosis of Writings 

A seasoned reader's proclivities are 
not different from those of an ama- 
teur — rather his embrace all of them 
but. and in this, his arc unlike the 
amateur's he knows what he is rend- 
ing, even knows that he knows. 
Well, so do all of us. We can spot 
novel or an essay or a poem,— even 
in the dark, by the bulk, weight, and 
number of pages, if nothing else. 
Until suddenly we come sharply up 
against the fact that we arc altogether 
mistaken and what we took to be a 
novel is merely a bit of cynicism en- 
cased in boards, a poem— a scries of 
monosyllabic ejaculations arranged to 
disguise their discontinuity,— an essay 
fit of bad temper recorded. At 
such a point our nerves demand some- 
thing strong and practical. 

To proffer some such restorative 
is my object. With immediate decis- 
ion then I push forward ITazlitt and 
Coleridge, Birrcll and Bagchot, Quil- 
ler-Couch and Sir Walter. Raleigh,— 
good standard bottles of medicine all 
— -who ought to replenish and stimu- 
late your own particular fagged skull 
as they have that of many another, 
leaving you well equipped from this 
juncture to avoid the pitfalls of indis- 
criminate reading and to go further 
on the most delightful or engaging 
pursuits,— miscellaneous reading. 

No Knowledge of Value 

What most of us regret in our past 
reading is not that we have read so 
much, but that wc have read so much 
■without knowing the value of it. It 
is trite to remind that it is impossible 
to determine the worth of ' anything 
without referring it to certain stand 
ards. We know that principle so 
well that we apply it unconsciously 
to almost every incident in our daily- 
lives, but we. forgot it when wc read 
a book. • Wc forget it because few of 
us can tell a good book from a bad 
one without certain training, few o 
us know anything of literary stand 
aids, or know that they exist except 
in a dim way, and still fe-wer can live 
a mental life apart from the book 
which at the time . is absorbing us, 
Not that wc- should; certainly I mak 
no ca-sc for the reading of books that 
allow our minds to work in two dir- 
ections at the same time, for I call 
such books dull. But plunging, pica, 
ant as it is, is dangerous unless fol 
lowed by a little reflective thought. 

As an aid to such reflections, as 
method, the method of learning some 
thing of standards. I suggest the reading 
of the aforementioned critics as the men 
who will give mosit as guides to reading 
and will furnish to those who feel it i 
time they should learn the ropes of good 
reading, an indispensable key. 



PECULIAR TYPE OF 
MAN IS FOUND 

Explorer Makes a Queer Dis- 
covery 



Here lies the body of Jim Lake, 
Tread softly all who pass;- 
He thought his foot 1 was on the brake 
But it was oh the gas.'— Ex. 
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Do men with tails exist in less known 
parts oi the world? Dr. Carl Lumholtz, 
a distinguished American explorer, de- 
clares that such people do exist. He has 
just returned from two years in un- 
known parts of Borneo, where, he says 
he found several members of savage 
tribes with stumps of tails. 

These people." says Dr. Lumholtz. 
"are evidently the outcome of inter- 
marriage with a completely tailed race, 
because, according -to statements by 
headmen of the tribe, these children with 
vestiges of a tail appear 'irom time to 
time. They do not consider their append 
ages exactly as a disgrace; nevertheless, 
they are extremely sensitive about them, 
and I had difficulty in persuading them 
to allow me to examine them." 

From evidence which he has been able 
to collect, the professor has formed the 
idea that the real tailed race, is to he 
found in New Guinea, and as soon as 
he has completed his book on his Bor- 
neo experiences he will start on a pro 
longed expedition to New Guinea. 

This journey will be one attended b 
extraordinary dangers. According to 
reports, these people with tails, while 
they are actually men, apparently do 
pot belong to any of the known existing 
human races. They arc described as 
having tails of from twelve to eighteen 
inches long; their bodies arc covered 
with very fine hair which, however, in 
no way corresponds to the fur of mon- 
keys. They arc said to live in the. remot- 
est parts of the jungle, and to be. ex 
tremely proficient in arts of their own 
such as weaving and pottery makin; 
they arc also masters in the art di con 
coding deadly poisons which they use 
for hunting and for warfare. 

Dr. Lumholtz is not the first scientist 
to believe in the existence, .of a tailed 
race. Writers of all the ages, from Aris 
totlc lo Darwin, have, dealt with the 
existence of such people, and modern 
travelers in the Malay Archipelago are 
fully cognizant with the theory accepted 
by the natives that a race of hairy and 
tailed people inhabit some of the islands, 
A Mr. St. John, of Borneo, declares 
that a trader of his acquaintance , has 
actually seen and felt the. tails of a race 
inhabiting the northeast coast oi th 
island. These tails lie described as be 
ing about four inches long and so s tit 
that they had to use perforated seats 

Similar stories come from China 
where tailed men arc said to inhabit th 
mountains above Canton and from 
Abyssinia. The outcome of Dr. Lum 
hcltz's expedition to New Guinea 
awaited by scientists with the utmost 
interest, as he may make discoveries of 
the greatest value toward the science o 
evolution.
